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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Acknowledgment is made in receipt of the amendment filed January 20, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5-7 and 10-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a dual circuit pilot master cylinder that is vertically oriented 
having a crank fulcrum with a pivoted crank located at a top portion of the cylinder housing and 
a pump fulcrum with a pivoted lever located at a bottom portion of the cylinder housing, and 
wherein a push rod is oriented along the housing, from the top portion to the bottom portion, and 
connects a first end of the pivoted crank with a first end of the pivoted lever.
